HISTORY REPEATS ITSELF

depth, the model Marianna m'ne of 
the Pittsburg-Buffalo Coal Co. 
was 
blown up by a tremendous explosion 


today. 
Two hundred and seventy-five men 
are entombed, beneath thousands of 
tons of coal that caved in upon them 
at a depth of C IO feet, and the author­ 
ities do not believe that a single 
man escaped. 
The Marianna mine, which has been 
in operation less than three months, 
was considered the model mine of the 
world. 
Every device known io mod­ 
ern invention had been lustailtd lo 
prevent just such a tragedy as oc­ 
curred today; but now, wrecked by a 
mysterious explosion, the very ma­ 
chinery which was to have made an 
accident impossible is hampering the 
rescuers at their w'ork, for they do 
not understand the 
w'onderful 
me­ 
chanism 
which bolstered the g reat 
mine wH'' "•’''r« a network of contriv­ 
ances that the diggers cannot bore 
through them to the bodies of the 
men lying dead in the bottom of the 
shaft. 
The explosion came just before the 
noon hour in the Rachael shait. 
It 
was so terrific that the blast, belching 
up the whole length of the deeu shaft, 
tore loose the giant elev'ator cage at 
the surface of the mine and hurled it 
300 feet. 
Two men in the cag e at 
the tirne w^ere irtstaiitly killed. 
Five thousand women, children and 
miners throng the month of the mine, 
the former weeping

pleading for the rescue of their fath­
